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Sociologists Discuss 
Religion's Utility As 
Influence In Society 

Informal Debate Comprised 
First Gathering At 
Strathcona Hall

An informiU discussion on the reso- 
is an indispensable means of effective 
an indespensable means of effective 
social control," comprised the first 
meeting of the Sociological Society, 
held last Friday evening In Strathcona 
Hall. The affirmative was upheld by 
Malcom Ransom, president of the' 
Student Christian Movement, and Ken- 
neth MacMllUan, secretary of the 
Sociological Society. Upholding the 
negative were Delbert Clarke and 
Samuel Brenhouse'. ' 

MacMiUian, the first speaker for the 
affirmative stated that "Religion is the 
backbone of our social control. We 
would not live for longi in our manner 
if it were not for- customs that have 
become institutionalized. Not until such 
a time Is arrived at that we find out 
that we can not get along as individ- 
uals, will we bç making a success in- 
stead of a failure of our social system!" 

Brenhouse, for the negative, said 
that institutionalized religion is con- 
trary to the principles of democracy in 
that it seeks to impose from above, and 

SaclifSt^iHPœ'^^ in- 
stitutionalized religion has lost effec- 
tive means of social control and has 
the nature of a cultured lag. 

Ransom, the next speaker for the 
affirmative, stated that religion grew 
out of the customs of the group and 
set up standards of moral conduct for 
society as a whole. The attitudes and 
standards set up by law are supported 
by the church and propagated by in- 
stitutionalized religion. Where institu- 
tionalized religion is strongest, social 
control is strongest. 

Clarke, the last speaker and support- 
er of the. negative said that instltution- 
,aliK4^ïeiigl$(rt;7l^^^ 
thisBei^^fio do'^not bçUév«*lh't^ît. "^He 
added that many of the moral codes 
set up by institutionalized religion have 
been outgrown by modern develop- 
ments." If social control is to be ef- 
fective It must not be rigid but open to 
progress. ^

"We must put- power behind law. 
Might behind Right, In the form- not 
of military aggression,' but of economic 
pressure," stated Dr^ Alfred Zimmern, 
Professor of Intetiiational Relations, 
in concludns h'ts'^ieiies . of lectures 
Friday nightViitTtl^^^ auditor- 
ium under tiie ausplMsVof the National 
Council of Educatiqnl' . '

Reviews Fast' Policies 

In reviewing his" previous lectures. 
Professor Zimmern' traced . interna- 
tional relations for the past one hun- 
dred years, and pointed to the failure 
of present efforts through, disarma- 
ment or talk of pacificism to ensure 
world peace— sometliing which he con- 
sidered, essential before the nations 
of the world might solve their own 
domestic problems of social and . eco- 
nomic reconstruction. 

Claiming that a "World State Is a 
backward step" Dr. Zimmern pleaded 
for a keener sense of responsibility 
and civic consciousne^^^^^t^U^ 
communities. It is theTOPrefewqil 
State rather than the Roman Empire 
which should be considered the model 
for the future.-^ Airidealistic efforts to 
ensure, world pqace .by . a disregard of 
existing nationalistic sentiment Is 
consequently doomed to failure. 

Essentials of System 
. Any formula for world peace re- 
quires certain essentials in. the opinion 
of the speaker. First of these is that 
it should be world, wide and not 
regional as was the |jocarno Pact. Sec- 
ond it must take account of the pecul- 
iar position of the U.S.A.: the consti- 
tutional status of the Senate, and the 
traditional attitude of no entangling 
alliances. Phi^y ','It miist respect the 
rights of the people" anid receive the 
sanction of public ■opinion. 

The only formula which might 
answer to all these requisites would *e 
based on the Kellog Pact which the 
speaker praised as a dlatinçt|^çontri- 
bution of the U.S.A. ttf-l^fcaiise ,of 
world peace. Whenever danger of 
v/ar might threaten the plenipotentiar- 
ies of all signatories to the Pact should 
be convened at Washington, should 
examine the facts; decide on the cul- 
prits^^dûcnsure the keeping of the 
peac'^?^^pplylng ccohomic' pressure 
against these nations. Such' pressure 
need not take the form of a boycott, 
but rather of embargoes on imports 
from the guilty countries. In addition, 
export of sucli inineraJs as are com- 
monly used for armaments might be 
prohibited by common assent.

The 
buildings, in which the plays are pro- 
duced are'usually rectangular in shape, 
with a, very wide stage, a unique fea- 
ture being that the stage is connected 
to the back of the auditorium. On this 
structure the actors often engage in 
fencing, a favourite part of Japanese 
plays.

JP TONIGHT'S opening perlormancé by Uie .Mont- 
real Opera Company is at all successful, the 
event will be one of most momentous consequence 
for the city, and will be comparable to the founda- 
tion, four years ago, of . thé^ Monacal Orchestra 
This is the first local company in ever so man;; 
ycars that ' has a fuU two week* of grand oper.x 
to offer to its public, and from advance informa- 
tion the product is going to be highly finished, and 
worthy not only ot local presentation, but also of a 
road tour including a New ■Vorlc appearance; — 
and the "hometown of the showmen" has no place 
for "local stuff". 

Tlie Montreaî Opera Company has a good start 
if names mean anything. Ethel Loglnska' has been 
brought to town to conduct the performance, and 
'Hope Hampton is scheduled* as Prima Donna for 
.the opening night In "Tlmls". in addition. Chase 
Bororaee " La Scala, Milan, and the Chicago Civic 
opera, Helen Jepson of. the Monte Carlo Opera, 
WlUlam Pllnn, Genevieve Taliaferro, Mabel Rich, 
and other names, suggost a company that has been 
assembled for good opera rr.thcr than for the 
amateur Idea ot a "good time". 

A very good sign is a cnolco of works heard 
very rarely on the Montreal Opsratic stage. , .Y.lslt- 
ing companies of the past half-dozen years have 
offered the "old stand-bys". Carmen, Faust, But 
terfly, Rigoletto, Pasllaoci. Cavallerla Rustlcana, 
and II Travatorc. The more modern French School 
has turned out works of excellent lyric quality 
Mîuscnefs "Thais" oontalns concert selections 
Unowiî to every radio listener, o'harpentler'a 
"Louise" has Its complement or beautiful arias. "La 
Bohême" by Puccini and "Manon" by Massenet are 
more universally known; and practically every 
musical enthusiast is looking forward with antlcl- 
iratlon. to Debussy's "Pelleas and Mellsande." 

Opera has always been a musical and,. social 
event.

Those very excellent 
violas and 'cellos, clear, rich and In perfect accord, 
presenting the opening theme of the second movc* 
ment returned some of the grandeur that the sym- 
phony deserved; the continuation and conclusion 
maintained this pitch of efforjii,!iiiJt with rather ob- 
vious exceptions in sour-toned almost ludicrous 
brass interjections in the latter half of the com- 
position. Radio, . Beethoven Cycles and the like 
have taught musical America' just 'whatican-be ex- 
pected. The Montreal Orchestra can^ and has done
